If one examines the list of Honorary Magis. | 
trates in any town, he will find few men of ability and integrity among them. 
If Village Munsifs are appointed in order that Government may be able to reduce | 
the number of paid Munsifs and devote the saving so effected to the earoae of 
compensation to Civilians, well and good: but if the measure is intended to benefit 
the poorer classes of people, as was the desire of Mr. Justice Mahmood, the Village
